LAUNCH OF THE SETH GROSVENOR. 


Wr have in former numbers announced that a small steamer 
had been contracted for, intended for the coast of Liberia. The 
eteamer was launched Tuesday, 13th September, from the ship- 
yard of Mr. Henry Steers, foot of Nineteenth street, East River, 
and is row at the Allaire warks, receiving her machinery, 

She has been named Ser Grosvexon, after the late distin- 
guished merchant whose liberal bequest has enabled the Society 
to vi oture upon the enterprise of building her. 

The ball of this vessel was built by Mr. Henry Steers; it is 
coppered, and the water-wheel guards are full sponsoned. She 
is to be propelled by a marine condensing engine of the steeple 
design, having a cylinder 28 inches in diameter, and a stroke of 
piston of 3 feet, with a tubular boiler, and Sewell’s eurface-con- 
denser. 

She is to be rigged as a schooner; and, for the purpose of fa- 
cilitating ber rua out, she is fitted with an additional, but tem- 


porary keel.

DREADFUL MORTALITY! 


Wao is to blame? After the experience of 1853, the exami- 
nation into causes of mortality by order of the New-York State 
Colonization Society, and the resulting decision that interior set- 
tlements and adequate and airy buildings were needful, was 
natural, and all wiee men have expected attention to 
both. 

Alas! How little do men heed experience? Last year a 
company of intelligent immigrants left Boston for Liberia. Anti- 
cipating that they would encounter peculiar danger, the Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the New-York State Society wrote letter 
after letter to urge that they should go in to Careysburgh. 
These opinions were disregarded, and they were placed near 
Clay Ashland, not six miles from the mangrove swamps of the 
sea coast. 

News now comes that one-third of the company have 
died, while a company of immigrants from the South, and 
H. Long from New-York, who landed at the same time, and 
were placed at Careysburgh in the interior, have all been accli- 
mated, and but one aged woman has died of fever! Who is re-

CAREYSBURGH AND CLAY-ASHLAND. 


Mr. Eprror :—The account of the new Receptacles at Careys- 
burgh, given by the writer of the “Trip” to that place in 
recollections 


your paper, has awakened in m of an 
entry in a certain Journal, with a Ks ‘of which 1 have boon 
favored. The entry refers to those ptacles, erected in the 


rear of Clay-Ashland, by the benevolence of American Chris- 
tians, for the oceupancy and comfort of immigrants, who might 
be disposed to make Ciay-Ashland or its vicinity their future 
home. If, however, the statement in the extract given below is 
correct, those Receptacles will not only yield to the imm ts 
little of either comfort or convenience, but will invariably in- 
orease the rates of mortality. A Visrror. 


Monrovia, April 12th, 1859. 

“ January, Satwrday, 15th.—Having heard that the new im. 
migrants, at Clay-Ashland were falling sick, aod feeling it a 
duty to visit them, and, if possible, speak some words of com- 
fort to their hearts, we took the boat, and set out with a view to 
shake their hands. ° * * > 

At two P.M, we walked out to the new a 
mile and a half or two miles in the rear of Olay- *8 
was hot. We had sweated most freely; but we were not 
sorry for the walk. The immigrants (from Cambridge Mase.) 
were in good spirits. Intelligent and self-reliant in feeling, 
they seemed confident of being able to make their mark upon 

r generation, and a good home for themselves. 

But they are getting sick sure enough; and in houses too 
that the man who plaaned them, would have puvishment suffi- 
cient as an atonement for one wrong, be it ever so great, to be 
obliged to live in one of their rooms, with a family of between 
five and ten, for only six months, like a new imm 
tat time, he would see (Mat, however they might 
answer as so many Offices fot business, having no necessary 
connection with each other, as hospitals intended for the sick— 
for days, and at timer, months together, and often crowded to 
their utmost capaci'y—it is difficult to conceive of structures 
more unsuitable. I never saw, as the production of an intelli- 
gent mind, where ideas of convenience and comfort are under- 
stood to enter into the calculation, if not to be ruling ideas, 
houses so totally destitute of every arrangement to these con- 
siderations. 

They are, I should suppose, aboat twenty-six by thirteen 
feet ; two stories high, and divided on both floors in the 
centre. ere are no passages through the houses, or stairs 


inside. 
It does not seem to have been the intention that there should 


be any communication between different rooms within doore, 


whatever might be the state of the weather outside—night or 
day—or whatever might be the demand of sufterers in one de- 


partment that aid from another should be sup- 
plied to them quickly. 


By some considerate hand, ao opening in the partitions bad 
been made. This 1 was glad to see, as it will, without doubt, 
beneficial in more ways than one. The stairs, about two 
an? a half feet in width, ascend outside of the building, at the 
end. They stand at an engle of nearly eighty-five d with 
a simple tread of six inches broad for steps, What a trap for 
children, the aged, and those nervous and trembling from weak- 
ness!

They should find a wider and more unresiric 
field of useful activity and ve development among the 

ple where they migrate, than in the homes which they leave. 

ow if these tests of true emigration be applied to the present 
wants of Hayti, we will fad under the first bead, that the emi- 
gration which ought to set towards her shores should be com- 
posed of colored persons; aod under the second and third 
heads, as laid down above, we shall concluce that this colored 
emigration should proceed from the United States. The 
colored race in the United States is not only in contact with a 
waturer acd better developed civilization than can be found in 
Hayti; but they are also the only portion of that ace that 
has its field of useful activity and progressive development com- 
pletely clroumscribed by impagable barriers. The colored 
people in the other Weet India Islands and ia Cents! and South 
America, although in many casce still suileriog under the most
